task of maintaining during the war 
an ample supply of food. 
One of the most important steps to 
be taken this winter will be the ex­ 
tension of the existing force of coun­ 
ty demonstration agents. In Alabama, 
there were on September first, 29 
Hdtne Demonstration agepts at work 
in 29 bounties under the direct super­ 
vision of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, and the State Exten­ 
sion Service at Aubnrn. 
These wo­ 
men have given their entire time tp 
stimulating interest in the production 
of garden truck, poultry and other pro­ 
ducts, among the women and girls, 
and have advised and instructed the 
people in their counties in regard to 
the most efficient methods of 
food 
utilisation and conservation. 
Under-the emergency appropriation, 
there Will be appointed home demon 
stration agents in every county in Ala 
bama. The work of the Home Demon 
stration agent is one of extreme prac 
tlcality. 
In the organised clubs, a 
four-year eourse of study is offered to 
girls between ten and eighteen years 
of age. 
Upon use approved methods 
in planting tenth-acre gardens. 
This 
tenth a&re garden is the basts of the 
individual «lab members’ work but it 
is by no means the only work the club 
members undertake. 
During the first year the girls select 
tomatoes as their main crop, learning 
how best to market both fresh and 
canned products. Each girl keeps on 
accurate record of the year’» work, 
in a book provided especially for this 
purpose. 
Lessons in plain sewing are given in 
the making of 
attractive 
uniforms, 
caps, towels, etc. The girls are taught 
to can, preserve, and dry various fruits 
and vegetables, while tfae study of the 
preparation of vegetables for the tables 
and contests in bread-making and -in- 
stftiqMon in this m atter are given ac­ 
tive places. 
, The work with women will follow 
tne same general plan as that with the 
girls. 
Women will be encouraged to 
plant gardens, but special work will 
be done with them in showing ways 
and 1119*118 of economizing in the pre­ 
paration of i be food for the family. 
A study of the food needs of the fam­ 
ily wHl be given, and lessons in the 
makii.g of various bousenold conven­ 
iences, such as the iceless refrigera­ 
tor, the fire less cook*;*, and others. 
In order to do the most effective 
work, the counties must be thoroughly 
organised. With this end in view, com­ 
munity centers will be selected in each 
county, and the work will be conduct­ 
ed from these central points. 
Clubs 
for girls and women will be formed at 
these points, and in-co-operation with 
the agent and the local school teach­ 
ers, definite programs will be planned 
and followed. 
Every woman and girl 
In the surrounding territory is Urged 
to join one of these clubs and learn 
to do her ? a rt under our present war 
conditions. 
This season attention has been given 
especially to conserving the large food 
crops raised throughout the state. Hun­ 
dreds of thousands of cans have been 
filled, and pantries of the homes In 
Alabama» are better filled than ever 
before. Ia some parts of the country, 
however, the statement has been re­ 
peatedly made thaj the government in­ 
tends to take from every family, all 
goods put up in excess of 100 puarts. 
The authorities state emphatically that 
no such course has ever been contem­ 
plated by the government. On the con­ 
trary, tke Department of Agriculture, 
and the 
Food 
Administration 
are 
strongly urging house-wives to can and 
preserve all surplus fruits and veget- 
sbles in order T h a f n i e ftoufleheWs 
themselves may hare a cheap 
and 
plentiful supply of food. 
Meet your County Home Demon­ 
stration Agent and learn from her 
you can do to aid In this great 
work.
